The laying of the corner stone of 
the new P ettis county $350,000 court 
house took place this afternoon in 
the presence of a large crowd of ci­ 
tizens of the city and county. 
Be­ 
cause of the cold w eather, and the 
fact th a t the ground is covered with 
snow, after the actual placing of the 
stones, the crowd 
repaired 
to the 
F irst M ethodist 
Episcopal 
church, 
F ourth street 
and 
Osage 
avenue, 
w here the program , accom panying 
the exercises was carried out. 
The corner stone laving exercises 
w ere held under the auspices of the 
G rand Lodge of Missouri, A. F. and 
A. M., Joseph S. M cIntyre, Grand 
M aster of Masons of M issouri presid­ 
ing, assisted by Del C. Moore, dis­ 
trict deputy grand m aster; W alter 
E. 
Staley, 
W orshipful 
M aster 
of 
G ranite Lodge No. 272, and E rnest 
Gillespie, W orshipful M aster of Se­ 
dalia Lodge No. 236. 
Mr. M cIntyre, accom panied by Dr. 
A rthur M ather of Ferguson, arrived 
in Sedalia this 
afternoon 
from St. 
Louis, and were taken im m eidately 
from the train to the M asonic T em ­ 
ple and 
from 
there 
to the court 
house square w here 
the 
exercises 
w ere held. 


Since th e organization 
of 
P ettis 
County, Ja n u a ry 26, 1833, court has 
been held in num erous places, which 
have been designated as the county 
seat of justice, w here all im portant 
business of th e county was tra n sa c t­ 
ed. 
The first court house was a log 
cabin, the hom e of Jam es R am ey , at 
the location then known as St. H el­ 
ena, now known as Pin Hook. 
The 
first court house therefore stood on 
the ground, which is now th e center 
of Judge C. E. M esserly’s w heat field 
a t Pin Hook. 
In 1837 the county seat was moved 
from St. H elena to Georgetown, and 
General George R. Smith, the found­ 
er of Sedalia, and Jam es R am ey took 
the contract for building a two story 
brick building, a t a 
cost of 
$4,000. 
T he second story of the building was 
used as a lodge room ., 
H ere justice was dispensed until 
the year 1862, when the business of 
the county was tran sac ted in Sedalia. 
D uring the years 1860, 1861 and 1862 
court had m et irregularly in George­ 
town, and finally afte r fire had crip­ 
pled the town, which was fu rth er les­ 
sened in im portance by the loss of 
the M issouri Pacific, the w ar ruined 
it com pletely, and the records were 
moved aw ay for m ilitary 
protection 
and never returned. 
In 1865 the county seat was legally 
changed from Georgetown to Sedalia, 
thus as Georgetown 
had 
tak en it 
from St. H elena, so Sedalia took it 
from Georgetown. 
F rom 1865 to 1884. a t which tim e 
the court house which w as destroyed 
by fire Ju n e 16, 1920, w as 
erected, 
court was held in several buildings 
in Sedalia. F or a tim e it was held in 
W h ite’s hall,

Feb. 7.—New York, 
bustling city of a hundred nationali­ 
ties, gave Woodrow Wilson its bene­ 
diction yesterday. 
Pausing as the coffin was being 
lowered into the vault in Bethlehem 
Chapel in Washington, it stood for 
a minute silent, remembering the 
man whom the world honored, his 
high ideals, his faith in America. 
As the mists of a damp gloomy 
afternoon hung heavy over the can­ 
yon of lower Broadway, over the 
streaming tide of traffic on the up­ 
town avenues, 
over 
the acres of 
apartments 
and 
tenements, 
there 
was a strange hush. 
The ceaseless lines of motor cars 
slowed, 
pedestrians 
halted 
their 
steps, subway and 
elevated trains 
ground to a stop. 
In the hundreds 
of churches people knelt in prayer. 
In Madison Square Garden, the 
city’s mosU famous auditorium, more 
than 10.000 persons stood with bow­ 
ed heads while the two army trum­ 
peters sounded “Taps.” At the Na. 
tional Democratic Club men prom­ 
inent in the councils of the dead 
leader’s party paused in their spoken 
tributes to pay him the tribute of 
silence. 
“I recall.” said John W. Davis, 
former ambassadors to Great Brit­ 
ain, at Madison Square Garden, “that 
in the late spring of 1919, in answer 
to a question as to his own condition 
and strength, 
Mr. Wilson

and one beaten egg.

stuffing so that it will be higher 
in the center and sew or tie the 
edges of the meat together, so that it 
will resemble a plump honed bird.

Oil pervades and permeates. One tiny 
drop of it will spread ove the entire sur­ 
face of a tank of water. 
So, too, with oil 
scandals. 
They, too, pervade and per­ 
meate. 
There is no telling how far-reach­ 
ing will be their effects. 
The Washington Post, 
most 
loyal and 
most hidebound of reactionary republican 
newspapers and one of the most earnest 
of the Coolidge administration's supporters 
•ays: 
“The people of the United States 
are fair-minded and intelligent. 
It is 
an insult to their fair-mindedness and 
intelligence when the chairman of the 
democratic national committee rushes 
forward to assert that the president of 
the United States is ‘dominated by a 
selfish and reactionary element in the 
party which is in league with corrupt 
business.'' 
Again the Washington Post says: 
“This is a case in which Americans 
of all parties will support the presi­ 
dent in protecting the public interests 
by effective execution of the civil and 
criminal laws. Any who strikes at the 
president while he is doing this duty 
is aiding criminals to escape.” 
Unfortunately for the 
Coolidge 
presi­ 
dential boom, the picture which the Wash­ 
ington Post draws of Mr. Coolidge is not 
exactly true to facts. 
Mr. Coolidge is said to he moving to 
bring about 
“effective

did not begin to move and did notannounce 
his intention to move until after action had 
been absolutely forced upon him. Then at 
last he issued a midnight statement saying 
that he would order an investigation of 
the oil lease and take steps to secure the 
punishment of the 
guilty. 
It 
is 
openly 
charged by Senator Walsh that Mr. Cool­ 
idge issued that 
midnight 
statement be­ 
cause he had just learned through a “leak" 
that the senate investigating committee, in 
executive session had resolved to demand 
a full investigation. 
Midnight is an extraordinary hour for 
the issuing of such a statement as that'of 
the president; and it is well known that or­ 
dinarily Mr. Coolidge retires early. 
The 
unusual 
circumstances 
surrounding the 
president's action 
give 
color to Senator 
Walsh’s 
charge. 
It is a fair 
assumption 
that late that night the white house learn­ 
ed something which compelled Mr. Cool­ 
idge to act and to act without delay. 
The truth of the matter is that if certain 
democrats had not 
pressed 
this Teapot 
Dome matter for all they were worth, the 
country would scarcely have heard of it. If 
these 
democrats, 
especially 
Senators 
Walsh and Carraway, had not pushed the 
probe in the committee Archie Roosevelt 
would not have given his sensational testi­ 
mony. 
And the fact stands out that it was 
only after these democrats had built a hot 
fire under Mr. Coolidge 
that 
the latter 
moved— moving 
suddenly at the strange 
hour of midnight because it was at that 
hour that the fire became so hot as to com­ 
pel action. 
The republicans, 
as 
the 
Washington 
Post's style of propaganda plainly shows, 
are fearfully worried about the effect of 
what has happened 
upon 
the 
Coolidge 
presidential boom. 
They may well worry. 
Mr. Coolidge has not handled this matter 
It is impossible to make the public 
see him as the ardent and zealous and de­ 
termined champion of the forces of right­ 
eousness taking the lead in running down 
the rascals and recovering their ill-gotten 


booty. 
He has not taken the lead. 
He 
dallied and 
hesitated 
and 
wobbled. 
A 
thorough airing of this scandal would be a 
dangerous thing for the republican party 
and for the Coolidge boom. Mr. Coolidge 
took no action to promote this airing until 
action was absolutely forced upon him. 
Even now Mr. Coolidge betrays an utter 
indifference to the larger question at issue. 
He is reported to take the 
position 
that 
there are only two major questions involv­ 
ed— first, whether there has been criminal 
wrong doing, and 
second, 
whether the 
leases that have been 
granted are legal. 
These are major questions hut there is a 
bigger question than either hack or them. 
That is the question of whether or not the 
government at Washington is in the hands 
of men with the purpose and the capacity 
to protect the public interests. 
The con­ 
fidence of the people in the government 
has been tremendously shaken by the ex­ 
posures already made. 
Mr. Coolidge can­ 
not restore that 
confidence 
by criminal 
prosecution at this late day of a “has been" 
like ex-Secretary Fall. 
He could restore 
it by a housecleaning of the right kind— 
but has he the courage 
and the vigor to 
take such a course? 
The president's re­ 
sponsibility is infinitely greater than that 
of the senate or of any one else for the 
president has the power to act in a meas­ 
ure which is not possessed elsewhere. 
The Washington Post makes an irrelev­ 
ant statement when it says that “any who 
strikes at the president while he is doing 
this duty, is aiding criminals to escape." 
The fact is that if the democrats had not 
built a fire under the president the crim­ 
inals would have had nothing to fear. 
The plain truth is that this huge scandal 
with all that it involves in its possible ef­ 
fects 
upon 
government 
in 
America is 
squarely up to President Coolidge. 
Upon 
his handling of it in all probability will rest 
not alone the fortunes of his campaign for 
the presidential nomination but his place 
in American history.

Says the New York Tribune, referring 
to the democratic congressmen who have 
shown some unwillingness 
to accept the 
Mellon tax reduction plan precisely as Mr. 
Mellon wrote it: 
“Now some of these gentlemen are 
trying to work 
out 
a taxation plan. 
They seem 
to have 
forgotten 
the 
mathematics they learned at school. 
They have learned that a 25 per cent 
surtax will 
bring a large 
amount of 
capital into circulation, develop in­ 
dustries and aid general prosperity. 
If the surtax is above that amount the 
money will remain where it is now, n 
tax-exempt 
securities. 
It makes no 
difference whether the surtax is 35, 
44 or 45 per cent. All of these figures 
register failures to accomplish the re­ 
sult aimed at." 
But is it absolutely 
certain 
beyond a 
shadow of a doubt that all these figures 
register failures? 
The country is informed 
that they do by Secretary Mellon and the 
experts whom he has hired. 
But because 
of certain recent evils the country finds 
itself suspecting sometimes that the point 
of view of the extremely wealthy gentle­ 
men who are so influential in and with this 
administration and who 
would 
benefit 
most directly from the low surtax advocat­ 
ed by Mr. Mellon is not always the point 
of view of the common man. 
In other words, it may as well be recog­ 
nized that the Teapot Dome oil scandal has 
knocked the Mellon tax plan finally and 
forever into a cocked hat.
